Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second 
Annual  Report  upon  your  Sanitary  District,  for  the 
year  1914. 

The  year  has  seen  a temporary  increase  of  work, 
owing  to  a number  of  regulations  now  in  force  with 
relation  to  the  quartering  of  the  Military  in  the  District. 

1 have  made  an  inspection  of  the  more  permanent 
billets,  and  although  the  accommodation  selected  for 
the  men  is  moderate,  their  standard  of  health  so  far  as  I 
can  ascertain  is  excellent.  No  epidemics  of  infectious 
diseases  have  occurred  amongst  the  troops,  or  have  been 

occasioned  by  “ contacts  ” back  on  furlough.  A 
summary  of  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  has 
been  sent  each  week  to  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  at 
Scole. 

Considering  the  extra  strain  upon  it,  the  Public 
Health  throughout  the  year  has  maintained  its  very 
fair  average. 
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The  area  of  your  District  is  79,742  acres,  and  the 
present  population  is  estimated  at  19,934  {vide  Table  1.)

It  would  be  a’  valuable  asset  in  the  prevention 
of  Epidemic  notifiable  diseases,  more  especially  at  this 
present  time  when  bodies  of  the  Military  are  quartered 
here.  The  times  are  hardly  favourable  for  the  large 
outlay  that  would  be  necessary,  but  the  proposition  that 
three  or  more  of  the  neighbouring  districts  should 
consider  amalgamation  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
such  accommodation,  is  worth  your  consideration.
